It is estimated that 


thi* will prb*ce some 20,000,000 tefl'of 
lumber. /Bnc mill started in the middle of 
May to art fiom^o.ouoto 25 oaofeetdatly, 
but since the middle of July there has been 
a oight-foice on so ,th»t the pr,Qduclion_of 
the mill has been increased to 40,000 feet 
daily.
